A boy in SP service is called a "Jjunak." Each junak has a junak 


identity cerd whichtebntains his versonel data. The identity card of 


the junak bears a nhotosranh of the junak, or a fingerprint of the 
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right index finger. Usually junek identi ty carés are issued during the 
Group and subsection service, at the latest, however, when the junak 


is sent to the brigades, 


Junek Identification: 

The cover of the jJunak identity card is made of dark screen naste- 
board. <A red and white 12 millimeter stripe runs from the uover right 
hand corner to the lower left-hand corner of the first outside pare. In 
tae middle of this stripe is the emblem of SP: the Polish eagle on a 
shield with the letters SP: over it the inscription, "Powszechna Organi- 
zacja Sluzba Polsce ' ( Universal Org ganization, Service to Poland ); below 
it, the inscription, "Legitymacja junacka nr....!' ( Junak Identification 
No. ...). On the first inside vage of the cover is a quotation of 
Bierut which says in essence: "Poland will be what you, the youth, 
make it.! 

The inside pages are of regular white paper. | 

On the first pare, at the top, there is a place for a photograph, 
enc. below it a space for the signature of the owner, Below this is the 
nane of the authority which issued the identification and the effective 
date of the identification, Below this data, the powlat commander of 
the SP ( junak idcntiticatton cards can be issued onby by powiat and 
municipal commanders Vyieees his signature with an oval seal. ‘The 
Second page gives the personal data of the "junak" and his vlace of 
residence, The third page has a place for notations on what group the 
junak is serving in and to what brigade divisions he was ordered. On the 
fourth pase is noted the completion of the three individual courses or 
service in the organization. The fifth page notes the completion or 
training courses such as naval, glider, aviation, motor, etc. ‘The 
lower vart of the dage, about one-fourth, is desienated for entering 
the promotions of the Junak with the corresponding number of the order, 
ete. The sixth pare has eae sonst space for noting promotions of the 


Junak. The following are fh6 grades of the junak:

The seventh page has a space for entering awards the junak has received. 
These notations include: the date the award was received, type of award, 
number of the presentation order, and the action for which the award 
was given. The eishth vase has space for extending the validity of the 
identity card. On the las¢ page, or the back inside cover, are orinteda 
the junak Commandments, which in 8 or 10 voints speak of work, study, 
and preparedness for det. nse of the country. The last, or outsiae cover, 
is completely blank, 

The Junek identity card is the proof by which the junak identifies 
Aimself not only to the authorities of the SP, but also to the authotities 
of Polish adnhinistration,. 

Girls usually do not receive identity cards, exceot for those who 
are sent to brigades and for courses. ( In the opinion of the informant, 
there is a shortare of identity cards, and new ones are not seine 
orintea ), 

The junak identity carc is a baluable document for enrolling in 
hisher schools or in applying for work, 

The junak carries his card with him as @ vroof of his identity. 

With the conscription of the junek in the army ai identity card is 
taxen froin him. 

After the xbolition of the reduced-price theatre tickets on 
1 March 1951, holders ot the dunak identity cards still obtain Eroup 
reduced-price tickets. | 
If a "Sunak" has awards, it is his duty to wear them fwhen required, 


not only to show his "junak" identity card out also certificates con- 


tirming the awards. SECRET -3- 
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Up to 198 gumak identity cards were similar to army booklets and 
were known as junak booklets of the SP. This booklet contained fron 
“0 to 40 pages for various notations. Junak booklets are held by those

These comaissions are created by the national councils from military 
offices. They fill out a snecial registration card tor every boy and 
girl reporting. Snyecial files of those serving in SP are made fron these 
cards. From this time on, every move, temporary or permanent, must be 
reported to the militar: office with the proposed destination, The 
nilitary office must make a report of the departure o. arrivel of a 
por or -irl "Juneak" to the proper Powiat or Municipal Pomand of the SP

Besides the vhysical trainina ywhich includes military training, junaks 
attend political training courses. The Communists place special em- 
nhasis on the latter.

Presently, as of 1 February 1951, on the basis of an order of the 
Chief Command of the SP, the meanings are as follows:

Deferment from service in SP brigades for a year is obtained by 
the phsically handicapped, Such deferments are also given to sole 
supporters of families, those temporarily sick, etc. 

Completcly freed from service in SP brigades are: volunteer 
meabers o©ORMO (Cchotnicz Rezerwa Milicjbh Obywatelskiej, Volunteer 
Reserve of the Citizens! Militia ),all those working in UB,ané MO,

Workers of the SP organization were listed in their identity cards 


as, " Worker of a military institution of the Republic of Poland," and 
since the UB identity cards are the same, SP identity cards were often 
aistaken for UB cards, 

A very strict secret order calls for return of the SP identity 


cards of workers who have left the service, within 3 days of leaving.

Work Registration: 


Work recistration cards, especially from some state establishnent, 


can serve as a tenmorary icentificetion and are usually honored,

The identity card of the trade unions is a good document, iadicating | 

mong other things, loyalty to the present regime. 

Various certificates for the completion of courses and schools 
orseniged by vhe PZPR or ZMP are good docunents, which open the way 
to higher positions, etc, 

Travel orders are issued workers on official business. The reasons 
for the journey, the day, and even the hour of arrival anc departure must 
be noted in the travel order, and verified with a signature and seal. 

The travel order authorizes a 50 vercent reduction on the purchase of 
the tickeb;. and upon the completion of the journey it authorizes a 
return of the cost of travel and meals, A travel orcer holder need : 
not identify ninselt anywhere, an?7,in hotels,it is sufficient for regis- 
oration. 

The 
stubs of the book note to whom the travel order was issued end for what 
gourney..:
